The presence of a commission trom Vir- 
ginia in our city, on ap errand of inquiry, 
to know when Kentucky will join their 
Commonwealth at the boundary of the 
two States, in order to form a junction of 
roads which shall make a connection be- 
tween Norfolk and Louisville, between the 
Virginia Capes and the Great Falls of the 
Ohio, induces reflection on the routes of 
trade between the interior (no longer the 
West) and the Atlantic. If we consider 
any great city of the interior as its natural 
trade-center, whether Louisville or St 
Louis or Memphis, the route pursued by 
trade on ite way tothe East has heretofore 
been upon the arc rather than the cord of 
a circle.

It was a desire of our heart to test the ex- 
periment of successfully conducting a 
solitary newspaper in a metropolis like 
this, to cover the whole field and answer 
all the purposes of a dozen indifferent 
newspapers hy one good one. The am- 
bition was an error. The experiment was 
a failure. It cost us a great deal of money 
and many cares, and long before the public 
decided that it could not be made to 
work we had decided it. We were rejoiced, 
therefore, when we were relieved of the 
exclusive journalistic responsibility of the 
town. We were glad when a division of 
that responsibility secured us against the 
cry of “monopoly” which had been raised 
against ua by persons many of whom had 
received only favors at our hands. Bat 
whilst we maintained our isolated position 
we held to the theory that the best hope 
of success lay in such a just course 
toward individuals and such a liberal 
course toward the public as would inspire 
the respect and confidence of all; and this 
was rendered the more congenial to us 
because, being right in itself, it accorded 
with a judicial temperament and a per- 
sonality free of entanglement. As far as 
our intentions went no chancellor could be 
fairer-minded. We may have erred, but 
our errors never sprang from venality, 
trom favoritism or from private fil-will. 
At that time the medical caldron boiled 
with uncommon liveliness, and there was 
hardly a day that did not bring us face to 
tace with knotty and intricate question’ of 
professional ethics and etiquette. We dis- 
posed of them as best we could. We had 
no partialites. Dr. YANDEILL was no 


school above another in our esteem. 
a persistent effort was made to force us to 
take sides in a quarrel which was purely 
professional. Failing in this, the party 
which brought the greatest pressure to 
bear upon us assumed that we were hostile | 
to it, aud ever since has withdrawn itselt 


to become its partisan, Nor have we 
ever been Dr, Tanne partisan. We 
have recorded events in the medical world 
with the same freedom from prejudice 
which bes characterized all our transcrip- 
tions of current eventa. II that record 
has mentioned Dr. Tax sI oftener than 
othets it has been no fault of ours, but the 
fault of current events in which Dr. Yan- 
DELL has happened to play a leading part.

We deprecate Dr. GarLarp’s article 
because its spirit is hostile and its assault 
unjust. Of the professional matters treat- 
ed we know little and shall say nothing. 
But, allowing for the ordinary short 
comings which attach themselves to every 
man, itis goimg far to assail a man of 


splendid personal endowments in the 
manner adopted by Dr. Garmuarp. Dr. 
GAILLARD’s pretext tor assailing him is 
our pretext for defending him. It is more 
necessary for the press to vindicate than to 
expose, for that which is bad usually ex- 
poses itself, whilst that which is good can- 
not always make its way alone. The 
temper ot Dr. GarLuaRnp’s article places it 
out of the category of impartial criticism. 
No man can read it without seeing that it 
is the emanation of an enemy, not of a 
judge, uud its severity authorizes the press, 
as the defender oi truth no less than the 
exposer of error, to go out of its way to 
make protest egainst such a mode of war- 
fare. We do not know in what Dr. Yan« 
DELL has offended Dr. GartLarRp. We do 
not understand that Dr. YANDELE has ever 
assailed Dr. GarmtarRD. But Dr. Gan- 
LARD’s charges are numerous and serious. 
Adjectives apart, he should specify them 
with proot, The public ts indifferent to 
bis. protessional criticism. But as to his 
personal assault it Ip interested iu te ued 
and fame ot a distinguished citizer whom 
it cannot afford to have sacrificed on the 
altar of any private enmity whatever. 

In conclusion, we bave to say that, ig- 
noring all possible private feeling, we are 
only concerned for a public man, whose 
partisan we are not and have never N 
but who is neighbor to many ot us that 
like him none the worse on that account. 
Dr. GAILLARD and Dr. GAILLARD’s triends 
will, we trust, believe us sincere when we 
assure them that they have no reason to 
fear injustice of any kind from us. This 
random, off-hand morologue is our whole 
view of the cace, rccerving nothing, but 
dealing candidly, as is our wont, with all 
parties. The case against Dr. YANDELL 
is Dot made out, and the public joins with 
bim in asking specifications.

The news that the famous Bishop ot Or- 
leans, Moneeigneur Dupan Loup, is des- 
tined to fill the vacant chair of the mur- 
dered Archbishop Darsy, of Paris, seems 
to be confirmed by later reports.

The man who will probably fill this 
dazzling but dangerous position in future, 
Feurx Antows Pulis Dvpax- 
Lour, has been known for many years 
past as one of the greatest lights of the 
Catholic Church in France, and has ac- 
quired an importance and renown ex- 
tending far beyond the hmits of his dio- 
cese, or even his country, Heis a native 
ot the French province of Savoy, and at 
present more than séventy years of age. 
He was a favorite at the French court 
during the reign of the elder Bourbons, 
and was for many years tutor and con- 
fessor ot the eon of the Duchess de Berry, 
Hewry, Count of Chambord, the man 
who now claims the French throne, as 
the oply legitimate successor of CHARLES 
X In later years he became one of the 
firmest adherents of the Orleans family, 
and is counted with their party at the 
present day. 

DuPANLOUP is decidedly a liberal pre 
late, and is generally regarded as the lead- 
er of that branch of the Catholic church 
called the Gallican. All his efforts have 
been concentrated in his struggle against 
the ultramontane members of the church,
